Not only do I believe In regular, stated periods of rest, but I also 
believe in a reduction in the hours of labor. The plan which we have 
adopted of doting "ur establishment one half duv each week is very 
satisfactory. 01 course, whether nine hOUfl' labor is as profitable to 

the employ tt as ten hours depend! target) upon the individual. The 

perton Who works to the best of lug or tier ability nine hours a day will 
generally accomplish as much as the ordinary worker in ten hours; 
but unless there > s I \tra exefUon and I determination to do one's Wst 
011 the part of tin' employe, less work will be accomplished in the short- 
ened tlay. On general principle*, therefore, no employer can afford to 
pa\ as much tor nine hours' labor as for ten; neither ihoold the cm 
plover expect to receive as much. 

The number of hours a ptnon should work depends upon the kind 
of work he is required to do. Brain work tires much sooner than 
manual lalior. Work of an exacting nature is much harder on one than 
that which calls for the exerci-e of little thought. It is impossible to fix 
an exact limit upon the number of hOUfl that one may safely work, for 
it is not the length of time a man wOftrj that tells upon him, it is the 
mental strain occasioned by responsibility, risk and uncertainty that 
w.ars turn out. Too many take their cares home with them. If people 
would only work a reasonable length of lime each day, and play the rest 
of the time, much more would be accomplished and the active Ufc ot 
the business man W0«ld be COOakkrablj lengthened. The majority of 
business men tO-day feel that they must exert themselves to the utmost 
tn order to accumulate a property thai some day they will take time to 
enjoy. It is only the few who c\.r reach that poiitf. who know when 
they have enough. The most of them do not stop until failing health 
compels it. and then all power of enjoyment is gone. The best rule is 

to take time to ettjo) each day as it pattce. 

I think we do need vacations more than out fathers did. Compe- 
tition with them was confined to their immediate vicinitya radius ol 
from ten to twenty miles. Men of to day have the whole world to com- 
pete with, and the demands upon t! M 
are many times those made upon :r 
fathers.

No equal test is applied to any 
other form of utterance. 

The oration is carefully | repair- 
ed The sermon cau be a week or 
a'year in the making The book 
or review is gradually created. 
The .Judge's charge or the court's 
decree is based on long settled au- 
thorities The report or the ed- 
itorials must be created at once 
and served at once. The large 
measure of correctness and the 
small measure of error in them 11 
really extraordinary 

Moreover, they nre becoming 
better all the time. There is a 
larger ratio in the improvement of 
journalism than there is in ser- 
mon, oratory or jurisprudence, 
and j iitrnalism, with its extended 
sweep of powers and topics is re- 
sponsible for some of the improve 
ment in some ot thoje other call- 
ings. It has reduced sectarianism 
in religion, bigotry in medicine 
aud brutality iu politics It has 
held the mirror up to government 
and to armies, aud it has made 
them more circumspect than thev 
ever were before It is the vehi- 
ole of public complaints, the slim 
ulus of agitation, the censor of 
power, and the channel or courier 
of public opinion 

Any comparison 01 a land with 
a free press with a land with none 
or with a press which is but a pho 
uogrtiph of government polioy, 
will show the value of newspapers 
to human happiness, a id to hu- 
man rights The distinction be- 
tween truth and accuracy should 
be borne in mind. Truth is accu- 
racy up to dale. Accuracy is 
truth in tinal form. K very news- 
paper aims at truth and approxi- 
mates aocuracy. It corrects its 
errors promptly and has very few 
to correct, considering the multi- 
tude of subjects with which it has 
to do. 

Too runny seemingly conflicting 
orces of the time powerfully af- 
feet journalism. The divisions of 
political opinion into exponeuts 
of each of the parties. As they 
align men into like groups it is 
not surpr sing that they align 
newspapers also Tb.is is the law 
of detachment or partisanship in 
journalism, which tells also in re- 
ligion and other departments ot 
opinion. An inoident is the fact 
that the newspapers are as well 
served as governments, or kings or 
popes. The agents of newspapers 
share all perils, dare all dangers, 
and follow or load wherever any 
human interest or human cause 
•nay call them. They receive no 

vards and desire none except 
the consciousness that they have

thing for him The one |b a states 
man; the otiier is liable to tie a 
demagogue The newspnper thai 
desires through a party to' da 
jomething for the state or nati Ml 
must be differentiated from the 
one that wants to support a ptftj 
merely that the pirty may do some 
thingfo. it The one will be cen 
soor and leader; the other will he 
organ and mendicant 

There never was a time when 
journalism was at a higher waters 
mark in the I'nited States than 
now The great hulk of Ameri- 
can journalism'!* sound to the 
core It is freer from unoleanli- 
ness. from scurrility and from hi- 
ssed reportiug than it ever was 
before I lie not nearly so good 
as it ought to be and as it will be 
but it is better than it was in the 
past a»d it is heoorning better ev- 
ery year The journalism of the 
cities is as a rule fair, and It is al- 
so nearly always independent of 
servility to political organizations 
The journalism ofsome^reat wes- 
tern cities is ahead of t hat of some 
great eastern, and southern cities 
in this respect The news tide is 
on the whole hotter than the edi- 
torial side, in being impartial and 
fust. 

Editors every where have not yet 
learned that their personality is 
interesting and attractive only for 
the reasons that make that of oth- 
er men so. If legal, medical or 
theological disputants, instead of 
ad van -in argumsuts for their 
cause, engaged iu personal quar- 
rels and in exchange of personal 
abuse, they would he rated as low 
fellows aud poor advocates. The 
law i f rating is the same for jour- 
nalistic champions, Their person 
al abuse of one another is not in- 
teresting to their readers or help- 
ful to their party. The duty of 
being gentlemen is not one from 
which tiiey are exempt The pen 
alty of not being one from whicL 
they can not escape. The few who 
encourage them to unseemly abuse 
of one another are the weaker rep 
resenlatives of the least rernunera 
tive and the least respectable oom 
munity. This is getting to be so 
we'l understood that even the ruf- 
tians or soallawags of the press 
are assuming a restraint that irks 
and misfits them and are paying 
to refinement the thrifty horusge 
of a ehrewd counterfeit 
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Southern Norma! School.
